The parties in this matter agree to the terms and conditions of the attached Stipulation as
the final disposition of this matter, subject to the approval of the Medical Examining Board
(Board).  The Board has reviewed this Stipulation and considers it acceptable.

Accordingly, the Board in this matter adopts the attached Stipulation and makes the
following Findings of Fact, Conclusions of Law and Order.

FINDINGS OF FACT

1.           Licensee Janice Alexander, M.D. (DOB: June 24,1949), is licensed in the state of
Wisconsin to practice medicine and surgery, having license number 29958-20, first issued on
January 18,1989, with registration current through October 31, 2019.  Licensee's most recent
address on file with the Wisconsin Department of Safety and Professional Services (Department)
is W62 N225 Washington Avenue, Cedarburg, Wisconsin 53012.

2.           At all times relevant, Licensee was the supervising physician at Integrative
Family Wellness Center in Brookfield, Wisconsin (Center).



3.           On November 9, 2015, Patient A, a female born in 2006, was seen at the center
accompanied by her family.    Patient A has a complex medical history including Pediatric
Autoimmune Neuropsychiatric Disorders Associated with Streptococcal Infections (PANDAS).
Patient A's treatment team included a psychiatrist, an ENT, an infectious disease specialist, an
immunologist, and a PANDAS specialist.  None of Patient A. s treatment team were employed by
or worked at the Center.

4.           At the November 9, 2015, visit, Patient A was seen and examined by an
unlicensed provider.   Patient A was taking daily prophylactic Amoxicillin and Clavulanate which
had been prescribed by a physician on her treatment team.  Patient A reported that she was
scheduled to undergo a tonsillectomy procedure in the next two weeks. The unlicensed provider
recommended a prescription change to Azithromycin and Cefdinir in place of Amoxicillin and
Clavulanate.

5.           Licensee acted as the supervising physician for a physician assistant employed at
the Center who called in the medication change to the pharmacy.  During consult with the

physician assistant, Licensee was not advised that Patient A had a treatment team or that the
patient had PANDAS.  Licensee authorized the medication change based on incomplete
information, and the presumption that the physician assistant had conducted an examination of
Patient A during the visit on November 9, 2015.

6.           Upon chart review on November lo, 2015, Licensee discovered the nature and
extent of patient A's condition and that the physician assistant had not examined Patient A. At
that time, Licensee ceased her association with the Center and no longer acts as a supervising
physician for the physician assistant employed at the Center.

7.           The medication change prescription was never filled by patient A or her family.

8.           In resolution of this matter, Licensee consents to the entry of the following
Conclusions of Law and Order.

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

1.           The wisconsin Medical Examining Board is authorized to enter into the attached
Stipulation pursuant to Wis.  Stat.  § 227.44(5).

ORDER

I.           The attached stipulation is accepted.

2.           Within six (6) months of the date of this order, Janice Alexander, M.D. shall at
Licensee's own expense take and successfully complete four (4) hours of education on the topic
of appropriate supervision of physician assistants as follows:

a.    Each course attended in satisfaction of this Order must be pre-approved by the
Board or its designee and may be taken by the Licensee online.  Licensee shall be
responsible for locating course(s) satisfactory to the Board and for obtaining the
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required approval of the course(s) from the Board or its designee.  Licensee must
take and pass any exaln offered for the course(s).

b.    Licensee shall submit proof of successful completion of the education in the form
of verification from the institution providing the education to the Department
Monitor at the address stated below.  None of the education completed pursuant to
this requirement may be used to satisfy any continuing education requirements
that have been or may be instituted by the Board or Department.

3.           Requests for course approval and proof of successful course completion shall be
sent by Licensee to the Department Monitor at the address below:

Licensee Jaliice Alexander,  M.D.  and  the  Division  of Legal  Services and  Compliance,
Department of safety and  Professional  Services,  stipulate as follows:

I.             This  stipulation  is entered  into as a  result of.a pending  investigation  by the
Division of Legal  Services and Compliance.   Licensee consents to the resolution of this
investigation  by  Stipulation.

2.             Licensee  understands that  by signing this stipulation,  Licensee voliintal.ily  and

knowingly waives  the  following I.ights:

•      the  right to a hearing on the allegations against Licensee, at which time the State has the

burden of proving those auegations by a preponderance of the evidence;
•      the  right to confront and cross-examine the witnesses against Licensee;

•      the right to call witnesses on Licensee's  behalf and to compel their attendance by

subpoena;
•     the  right to testifyon  Licensee's own behalf;
•     the right to  file objections to any proposed decision and to present briefs c>r oral

ai.gumer`ts to the officials who  are to  render the  final  decision;
•     the right to petition  for rehearing; and
•      all  other applicable rights afforded to  Licensee under the  United  States Constitution,  the

Wisconsin Constitution, the Wisconsin  Statutes, the Wisconsin Administrative Code. and
othei. provisions of state or  federal  law.

3.             Licensee is  aware of Licensee's right to seek  legal representation and has been

provided  an opportunity to  obtain  legal  counsel  before signing this Stipulation.   Licensee  is
represented  by Attorney Elik Monson.

4.            Licensee agrees to the adoption  of the attached  Final  Decision and order for
Remedial  Education by the  Wisconsin Medical  Examining Board (Board).   The parties to the
Stipillation consent to the entry of the attached  Final Decision and Order for Remedial  Education
without further notice,  pleading, appearance or consent of the parties.   Licensee waives all  rights
to any appeal of the Board's order,  if adopted in the form  as attached.

5.            If the terms of this  stipulation  are not acceptable to the Board, the parties shall  not
be boiind by the contents of this Stipiilation,  and the matter shall  then  be returned to the Division
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of Legal Services and Complinncg for further proceedings.   In the event that the Stipulation is
I)ot accepted by the Board, the parties agree not to contend that the Board has been prejudiced or
binsed in any manner by the consideration of this attempted I-esolution.

6.           The parties to this stipulation agree that the attorney cir other agent.for the
Dlvision of Legal Sorvicos and Complirmoe And nny membei. of the Bc".d ever as8jgned as an
advisor in this inve6tigatiori may appear before the Board in open or Closed Be8sjon, without tlie
presence of Licensee, for purposes of speaking in support of this agreement and ungwerillg
questions that any member of the Board may have in connection with delibergitions on the
Stipulation.   Additiomlly, any such advisor may vote on whether the Board should accept this
Stipulation and issue the attached Final Decision and Order for Remedial EduoaLion.

7.           Licensee ia inl.ormed that should the Board adopt this stipulation, the Board's
Final Decision and Order for Remedial Ed`ication i6 a public record and will be published in
accordance with Standard De|] allment pro cedure.

8.           The Division of Legal services  and compliance joins Licensee in Tee:ommeiidirig
the Board adopt this Stipulation and issue the attaohed Final Decision and Order for Remedial
Education,
